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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-48 and 123-165 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for CD, MD and absorbency, within certain ranges, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for open ranges on those variables. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The 
claims are written as open range on the above properties, while the specification teaches that 
those values are confined to certain values, range, see for example paragraph [0022] of the 
correspondent Pre Granted Publication, US Patent Application Publication No.2004/0238135 
Al, such paragraph clearly teaches that the CD stretch varies from about 5-20%. Note that using 
the open range, e.g., greater than 5% would include values not actually disclosed and including 
values/range that cannot be obtained by the disclosed invention, i.e., values over 20%. The same 
for the other variables, such as the absorbency and MD stretch, etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall hot be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-48, 123-142 and 161-165 are rejected under 35 USC §102(b)/l 03(a) over 
Klowak. This rejection is set forth in the prior Office action mailed on November 15, 2006. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on June 1 1 , 2007 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

All of the above claims, claims 1-48, 123-142 and 161-165 have as a limitation, at least 
on the alternative, the velocity at the nip. Applicants arguments regarding such limitation 
are not convincing, because the cited reference, Klowak, explicitly teaches that the 
difference between the speeds of the belt creping system, could vary fi-om 10 to 40% and 
since it is well known that the speed of the papermaking machines, nowadays, could be 
greater than 2000 ft/min, then a 10% slower would mean 1800 ft/min at the nip on the 
slower device, which reads on the claims, since 1800 covers at least 100. 

Response to Amendment 
The Terminal Disclaimers filed on June 08, 2007 have been approved.
